What Grisham does well, and 
The Client is no exception, is cre 
ating believable characters.

The ending of The Clienz is not 
as salisfying as it could be.

Crichton obviously feels that 
harassment has become too preva 
lent an issue in the workplace, 
with women making ita gray area 
with no definite boundaries 

Harassment is aboui power, so 
Crichton says, and the book cre- 
ales a good argument for that 

Yet not every individual case 
of sexual harassment has the same 


characteristics, 

This is not to say that there in 
no meéritin whatts written in Dis 
closure, it is a very thought pro 
voking, intelligent look at what 
has become a phenomenon in the

Maybe someone has ap 
proached you in the dorms or tabling 
on the Library Quad or at one of the 
eatenes On Campus inviling you to a 
scripture study Or maybe you have 
been invited to a social gathering that 
tumed Out to be a discussion or presen 
faion Of texts the group considers sa 
cred. What are these people doing” 
Who has ume enough to get all of his 
coursework and regular studying done 
let alone take ume out to study the 
Bible? What are they doing, anyway’ 

If they are called “Bible studies 
you May presume that they are som¢ 
how related to the Christian faith, but 
even then there is a broad range of 
possibilities, too 
ifferent Kinds of 
Bible studies as there are Bible stuches 


There are as mans 


and! Bible study leaders. Some of them are 
meant for Christians while others are 
open to everyone, an “inguirers”” Bible 
study so to speak. Some are specificalls 
designed for a parucular audience, such 
as a Study for new Chnisuans. Some are 
Ot SO innocent they are recruiting 
mechanisms for groups with motives 
many people, mncluding most Chnistians 
woukd consider to be ultenor, coercive or

Interfaith scnpture studies are open to 
everyone bul focus on groups of peopk 
who identify wath different faith tad 
vons who share the same scriptures. They 
are intended to encourage interfaith dia

Others utilize a 
Model in which a leader facilitates the 
group discussion but the interpreta 
bons come mostly trom within the 
group itself, And most probably fall

The ditferences in models reflect 
lifferences wi interpretaion of snp 
ture. The range spans from, on the one 
hand, understanding the Judeo-Chris 
Lan scriptures as the inerrant word of 
God to, On the other hand, viewing 
them as a collection of wrungs com 
pletely of human origin, and every 
thing in between (inaybe they are in 
spued but concerned with particular 
cultural issues oO longer relevant:

Here is 
your chance to find out what the scrip 
tures actuaily say and in what context 
they were written. As Americans studs 
ing, these texts Can give us some amaz 
Ing sight into the sociology and his 
tory Of this country. Why is it that ou 
presidents end their speeches by saying 
God bless you’? Why is the Exodus 
Story that was so influential i the abo 
huon of slavery? How rauch of our 
Western literature uulizes or alludes ti 
Stones and characters in the Judeo 
Chnstan senptures’ Oh, and there is 
ilways the possibility uhat such study 
mught just build your relate nshap wath 
Gd and be of use in making ethical 
and moral decisions 

SO, with this background, | invit

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Some people never learn. 

After six months of waffling and second- 
guessing, Associated Students Inc. is still not 
sure how or when it will finalize its annual 
budget. 

When this year’s student election was 
delayed a month, the ASI budget was left in 
limbo —~ a $1.5 million afterthought. The 
budget cannot be finalized until students 
approve spending their fees on ASI’s contract 
with Regional Transit. 

but instead of considering the budget 
situation when the motion to post-pone the 
election was discussed, ASI’s Board of 
Directors chose to wait to take up the matter. 

They are still waiting. 

Sound familiar? 

Backing themselves into a comer is noih- 
ing new for,ASI’s executive officers. Jun 
Kim, John Murray and Sam Frentzel-Beyme 
have been under the gun since their election 
last spring. Handed a Multi-cultural Center 
funding time bomb by a wavering administra- 
ton and an outgoing board of directors, Jun 
Kim et. al. have heen wying to make the best 
of a harned agenda 

From not hiring a replacement executive 
director after the unceremonious departure o! 
Peter Pursley to last week's indecisiveness 
over donating $1,000 to help earthquake- 
stricken Cal State Northridge, ASI has wa- 
vered over the smallest decisioas until any 
decision becomes too little too late. 

They want to make the right decision, the 
decision that best suits the needs of the 
Campus and its students for whom they work 
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and to whom they must account. But by 
leaving the budget hanging, ASI has also 
hung dozens of campus programs and 
23,000 students out to dry. 

The annua! Regional Transit contract is 
one of these hanging issues, but this is no 
small decision. Arrangements for the 
upcoming financial wrangling between RT 
and ASI in order for the campus’ students 
to be able to continue nding RT for free 
with a valid student ID are looming on the 
honzon. 

Students vote annually, at the same time 
as the ASI officers election, to indicate 
whether or not they want to continue 
having this ridership contract negotiated on 
their behalf as part of their semester’s fee 
payments. 

In years past, there was a couple weeks’ 
lag ume between contract negotiations and 
student voting; this year, it’s more like a 
couple of months. So much for the power 
Of student pressure to influence an approxi- 
mate $250,000 contract.
